The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
amendments have defined over the prior art of record and placed the application in 
condition for allowance. There is no suggestion of providing the Chandrasekaran et al 
device with a fixed and non-rotationally mounted tip electrode since that reference 
requires the electrode to be rotated to perform the desired procedures. None of the 
other prior art references disclose the particular catheter device having the specific tip 
electrode having irrigation passages, an infusion tube in communication with the 
irrigation passages, an ultrasound transducer mounted on a surface of the electrode 
and a sensor mounted near the transducer as now recited in the claims.
